Remuneration 

Just  two  months  ago,  a  meeting  of  Lincolnshire 
chemist  contractors  found  fault  with  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  in  its  dealings  with  retail  pharmacy 
(C&D  November  2,  1974,  p643).  But  this  week  a 
similar  meeting  called  by  the  neighbouring  Notting- 
hamshire Area  Committee,  after  hearing  the  same  two 
speakers  (Mr  Charlton,  deputy  secretary,  and  Mr  G. 
Urwin,  regional  representative  on  the  Central  Com- 
mittee), directed  the  weight  of  their  criticism  at  the 
Central  Contractors  Committee. 

Strangely,  the  criticism  comes  following  a  busy  two 
months  for  the  Committee.  It  has  put  forward  proposals 
for  a  new  NHS  contract,  accepted  an  interim  pay 
award  of  4p  per  prescription,  won  a  2.66p  "lump  sum" 
back  payment,  and  is  talking  of  a  £7,000-plus  claim 
for  the  proprietors'  notional  salary.  Not  enough,  say 
some  rank-and-file  contractors. 

One  can  have  sympathy  with  their  frustration,  faced 
with  rising  costs — rates,  rents,  staff  salaries,  etc  etc — 
but  much  of  their  criticism  is  probably  misdirected, 
and  is  certainly  ill-informed.  Mr  Charlton  has  an 
unenviable  task  in  explaining  a  complicated  contract 
to  his  audiences,  but  the  essence  of  his  message  is 
clear — the  chemists'  costs  are  established  factually  by 
inquiry  and  are  repaid  through  the  professional  fee 
and  on-cost;  only  the  profit  margin  (currently  16  per 
cent  on  capital  employed)  and  proprietor's  notional 
salary  are  left  for  negotiation. 

The  continuing  rise  in  ingredient  costs  and  prescrip- 
tion numbers  has  provided  contractors  with  a  hedge 
against  inflation  through  the  on-cost  that  many  other 
professions  and  traders  would  envy — do  chemists,  as 
some  appear  to  be  saying,  really  wish  to  throw  this 
sort  of  advantage  aside  in  favour  of  a  stand-up  fight 
for  every  penny  of  their  increased  costs? 

There  are  anomolies  in  the  present  contract  which 
the  proposed  revision  attempts  to  correct,  in  particular 
by  ensuring  that  the  businesses  incurring  the  heaviest 
costs  receive  their  due  share  of  the  reimbursement. 
But  it  is  up  to  contractors  themselves  to  improve  on 
the  proposals  if  they  do  not  come  up  to  expectations. 
Mr  Urwin  says  that  if  contractors  do  not  give  him  their 
views,  he  cannot  be  blamed  for  acting  upon  his  own, 
and  that  must  go  for  the  whole  Committee. 

The  Committee  has  the  right  to  expect,  however,  that 
those  who  criticise  will  do  so  constructively  and  from 
a  position  of  understanding — they  must  be  sure  that 
what  they  propose  is  for  the  better.  It  should  also  be 
able  to  count  upon  a  greater  measure  of  support  from 
contractors  once  a  line  of  action  has  been  agreed.  So 
far  the  evidence  is  that  there  are  many  who  are  willing 
to  complain  but  turn  their  backs  when  asked  to  take 
action  in  support  of  their  own  demands. 

. . .  and  pay 

Mr  Urwin  said  at  Nottingham  that  chemists  have 
been  calling  upon  him  to  resign  because  of  the 
"inflationary"  JIC  settlement.  Perhaps  his  critics 
should  be  taking  note  of  some  of  the  new  scales 
being  offered  elsewhere  in  retailing  (see  p25).

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Notional  salary  topped 
£4.000  at  year  end 


The  proprietor's  notional  salary  element 
of  NHS  contractors'  remuneration  was 
£4,007  55  as  at  December  31,  1974.  Mr  J. 
Charlton,  deputy  secretary  to  the  Central 
NHS  Committee,  gave  that  information 
to  Nottingham  area  contractors  on  Sun- 
day when  he  outlined  the  basis  of  their 
remuneration. 

At  the  start  of  1973  the  notional  salary 
had  been  £3,120,  but  was  subject  to  the 
Pay  Code  (remuneration  was  also  sub- 
ject to  the  Price  Code,  but  the  Com- 
mittee were  trying  to  challenge  that  ruling). 
The  Stage  2  maximum  brought  the  salary 
up  to  £3,297  and  on  November  7, 
"anomaly"  increases  made  it  £3,531.  The 
Stage  3  increase  of  7  per  cent,  plus  1 1 
threshold  increases  of  40p  a  week  gave 
the  £4,007  total  by  the  end  of  1974. 

Mr  Charlton  said  that  contrary  to  the 
dictionary  definition  of  "notional",  the 
notional  salary  was  far  from  "imaginary" 
-every  £100  added  gave  an  extra  0-1 6p 
per  prescription  at  the  moment.  A  claim 
for  more  than  £7,000  was  now  with  the 
Department  to  equate  the  salary  with 
hospital  principal  pharmacists. 

On  profit  per  prescription,  Mr  Charlton 
said  it  was  8-5p  and  represented  16  per 
cent  on  invested  capital  —  including  the 
money  owed  to  contractors  while  pres- 
criptions were  awaiting  pricing.  Only  that 
profit  margin  and  the  notional  salary 
were  negotiated;  all  other  elements  of 
remuneration  were  reimbursement  of 
costs  determined  by  the  three-yearly  in- 
quiries, updated  as  necessary.  Although 
the  inquiry  system  restricted  negotiation, 
it  had  the  advantage  of  ensuring  that  re- 
muneration kept  pace  with  rising  costs, 
said  Mr  Charlton.  (Meeting  report,  p41.) 

Interim  2p  per  prescription 
allowance  in  Scotland 

Chemist  contractors  in  Scotland  are  to 
receive  an  interim  allowance  of  2p  for 
each  prescription  dispensed  since  April  1, 
1974,  following  an  agreement  reached 
recently  by  Committee  B  of  the  Scottish 
Pharmaceutical  Whitley  Council.  Pay- 
ment for  prescriptions  dispensed  during 
December  will  include  the  new  allowance 
together  with  the  arrears  for  the  period 
April  to  November.  An  arbitration  board 
is  expected  to  recommend  a  notional 
salary  and  level  of  return  on  capital  em- 
ployed by  Scottish  chemists  for  1974/75 
within  a  few  weeks. 

Energy-saving  regulations 

The  energy-saving  regulations,  which 
come  into  force  January  13,  have  now 
been  published  (last  week,  p  5). 

The  Electricity  (Advertising  Lighting) 
(Control)  Order  19"4  and  the  Fuel  and 
Electricity  (Heating)  (Control)  Order  1974 


(HM  Stationery  Office,  SI  1974  Nos  2159 
and  2160,  4p  each)  follow  the  lines  of 
the  Press  notice  issued  earlier: —  the  use 
of  electricity  for  advertising  purposes  in 
daylight  hours  is  banned,  and  fuel  and 
electricity  can  be  used  to  heat  non- 
domestic  premises  only  up  to  20°C,  except 
under  licence  from  the  Department  of 
Energy.  Signs  indicating  the  location  of 
a  pharmacy  are  exempt,  and  heating  can 
be  used  above  20UC  to  the  extent  neces- 
sary for  the  health  and  well-being  of  any 
ill,  disabled  or  pregnant  person,  or  those 
under  5  and  over  60. 

Price  concession  on 
quinine  extended 

The  Department  of  Health  has  agreed 
that  the  special  December  pricing  con- 
cession on  quinine  sulphate  tablets  and 
quinine  bisulphate  tablets  will  be  ex 
tended  for  the  pricing  of  January  pre- 
scriptions. 

Where  the  chemist  endorses  the  pre- 


F.  W.  Woolworth  are  this  week  to  pay 
their  adult  sales  assistants  £29  per  week 
in  city  centre  stores  and  £27-50  in  most 
other  big  towns. 

Rises  of  £9-45  and  £7-95  in  basic  rates 
follow  talks  with  the  Union  of  Shop.

Staff  aged  below  20  are  to  get  increases 
of  14-15  per  cent  and  existing  differ- 
entials for  supervisors  are  to  be  main- 
tained. The  Union's  claim  for  adult  rates 
to  be  paid  to  all  salesgirls  aged  18  or 
over  is  to  be  the  subject  of  further 
talks  with  the  management 


scriplion  form  that  he  has  had  to  pay 
in  excess  of  the  Drug  Tariff  price  for 
either  of  these  tablets  his  endorsement 
will  be  accepted. 

Substitution  of  liquorice 
extract  permitted 

The  Department  of  Health  has  agreed 
that  because  of  the  current  shortage  of 
liquorice  liquid  extract,  where  a  chemist 
contractor  is  unable  to  obtain  this  pre 
paration  he  may  substitute  burnt  sugar 
or  similar  colouring  or  flavouring  agents 
in  dispensing  NHS  prescriptions. 

The  Central  NHS  (Chemist  Contrac- 
tors) Committee  advises  that  where  such 
a  substitution  is  made  the  prescription 
must  be  endorsed  and,  if  necessary,  a 
suitable  explanation  given  to  the  patient. 

Independent  charter  for 
South  African  pharmacy 

The  South  African  Government  has 
blocked,  for  the  time  being,  an  attempt 
by  Harry  Goldin  of  Clicks,  to  introduce 
cut-rate  medicines  into  his  growing  chain 
of  stores.  The  Pharmacy  Bill  of  1974 
gives  the  local  pharmacy  profession  its 
charter  of  independence  and  protection 
against  such  invaders.  But  the  Minister 
of  Health  said  that  unless  retail  phar- 
macy puts  its  house  in  order  and  assumes 
a  more  professional  appearance  he  will 
not  hesitate  to  amend  the  law  and  to 
remove  that  protection.  He  also  ex- 
pressed concern  at  the  price  of  medicines. 


The  rises  include  a  threshold  payment 
of  £4-40  and  Saturday  premia  which 
have  been  consolidated  into  the  basic 
rates. 

Workers  covered  by  the  Multiple 
Grocery  Trade  Agreement  recently  re- 
ceived rises  which  brought  the  pay  of 
the  lowest-graded  woman  shop  assistant 
to  £25-80  for  a  40  hour  week  {C&D. 
December  21/28,  p  833). 
□  In  a  new  pamphlet.  "Rights  for 
working  women",  USDAW  calls  for  full 
protection  of  job  rights  during  maternity 
leave  as  part  of  a  12  point  action 
programme.

Woolworth's  assistants  get  £29  a  week 
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London  weighting  offer  of 
£312  expected  by  Guild 


The  Guild  of  Hospital  Pharmacists  is 
expecting  the  Department  of  Health  to 
offer  £312  as  the  London  weighting  allow- 
ance within  a  few  weeks. 

The  Guild  claimed  a  three-tier  London 
weighting  allowance  of  £200,  £300  and 
£800  last  September  (C&D,  September  14, 
p  352).  Mr  J.  Mercer,  divisional  officer  of 
the  Association  of  Scientific,  Technical 
and  Managerial  Staffs  responsible  for  the 
Guild's  salary  negotiations,  told  C&D 
that  he  expected  the  Department's  offer 
to  be  in  line  with  that  settled  recently  at 
the  administrative  and  clerical  staffs 
Whitley  Council.  That  settlement,  tradi- 
tionally offered  to  other  Whitley  Councils, 
was  for  £312  for  ihe  health  districts 
within  London  and  £141  for  peripheral 
districts. 

Pharmacists  and  medicines 
safety  campaign 

A  call  for  the  NHS  to  devote  more  re- 
sources to  prevention  of  poisoning  was 
made  by  the  director-general  of  the 
Health  Education  Council,  Mr  A.  Mackie, 
when  the  PAGB's  medicines  safety  cam- 
paign was  launched  to  the  Press  last 
week  (C&D  January  4,  p  5).  Mr  Mackie 
hoped  that  pharmacists  would  participate 
in  the  scheme  —  people  preferred  to 
take  advice  from  the  pharmacist  in  the 
informal  and,  if  need  be,  anonymous 
surroundings  of  his  shop. 
Q  The  Pharmaceutical  Society  is  under- 
stood to  have  had  some  reservations 
about  the  display  material,  but  on  Wed- 
nesday a  spokesman  would  not  sav 
whether  this  week's  Council  meeting  had 
made  any  recommendations  to  pharma- 
cists about  participation. 

New  Data  Compendium 

The  Association  of  the  British  Pharma- 
ceutical Industry  is  due  to  start  phased 
delivery  of  its  1975  Data  Sheet  Com- 
pendium to  hospital  and  retail  pharmacies 
at  the  end  of  this  month.  A  spokesman 
for  the  Association  told  C&D  that  the 
new  compendium  was  more  compre- 
hensive than  the  previous  edition  —  some 
110  companies,  "'including  all  the  major 
manufacturers",  were  participating,  com- 
pared to  85  firms  in  the  first  edition 
last  year. 

WHO  sponsors  projects 
on  contraception 

The  World  Health  Organisation  is  cur- 
rently sponsoring  200  projects  in  31 
countries  to  develop  new  methods  of 
contraception. 

According  to  the  December  edition  of 
WHO  Chronicle,  the  iesearch  includes  the 


regulation  of  ovum  transport,  sperm 
migration  and  survival  in  the  female,  and 
implantation;  regulation  of  female  fer- 
tility by  injectable  drugs  given  at  three- 
monthly  intervals;  development  of  a 
vaccine  for  the  immunological  regulation 
of  fertility;  prediction  and  detection  of 
ovulation  to  improve  reliability  of 
"rhythm"  method;  safe  termination  of 
pregnancy  between  the  first  and  fifth 
months  using  prostaglandins;  and  regula- 
tion of  male  fertility  by  gestagen-andro- 
gen oral  and  injectable  combinations  in- 
hibiting the  formation  of  sperm. 

'More  effective'  controls  on 
Turkish  poppy  cultivation 

The  recent  Turkish  decision  to  resume 
poppy  cultivation  is  based  on  technically 
more  advanced  opium  production  methods 
which  give  the  prospect  of  satisfactory 
control,  according  to  the  United  Nations 
division  of  narcotic  drugs. 

The  division's  latest  information  letter 
states  that  the  decision  has  the  condition 
that  poppies  are  not  to  be  "lanced"  to 


produce  opium.  Instead,  the  capsules  and 
tops,  "poppy  straw",  are  to  be  collected, 
from  which  morphine  can  be  extracted 
chemically.  However,  a  factory  would 
have  to  be  built  in  Turkey  to  process  the 
straw  and  manufacture  the  opium  alka- 
loids, and  the  UN  has  offered  assistance 
in  the  project. 

The  simplified  control  system  needed 
would  involve  limiting  production  by 
careful  licensing;  thereafter  strict  control 
can  be  reduced  to  the  short  period  in 
the  summer  when  the  poppies  normally 
used  to  be  "lanced"  to  obtain  opium. 
Intensive  surveillance  of  the  fields  would 
prevent  illicit  "lancing"  and  thus  any 
possibility  of  a  new  start  of  an  illicit 
opium  traffic,  the  letter  concludes. 

Retail  Consortium 
appoint  a  leader 

A  41 -year-old  barrister  Mr  R.  S.  Weir, 
has  been  appointed  the  Retail  Consor- 
tium's first  director  and  took  up  the  post 
on  January  1. 

Announcing  the  appointment,  Lord 
Redmayne,  chairman  of  the  Consortium, 
stressed  that  the  director's  principal  re- 
sponsibility would  be  to  maintain  close 
contact  with  the  Consortium's  member 
bodies  and  translate  their  views  into 
clear  expressions  of  industry-wide  policy. 
This  would  entail  frequent  contact  with 
Ministers  and  Government  departments.

Weir  will  be  at  the  Consortium's  present 
offices:  Commonwealth  House,  1  New 
Oxford  Street,  London  WC1A  1PA.

Interim  prescription-only  list  additions 


Further  drugs  are  to  be  restricted  to 
sale  or  supply  on  a  practitioner's  pre- 
scription. 

The  Medicines  (Interim  Prescription 
Only)  (No  2)  Order  1974  (HM  Stationery 
Office,  SI  1974  No  2167,  £012)  comes 
into  operation  February  1.  The  list  is: 
Alprenolol  hydrochloride;  benzbromarone; 
carbamazepine;  carbidopa,  fenoprofen 
calcium  salt;  flucytosine;  fluprostenol 
sodium  salt;  idoxuridine;  loperamide 
hydrochloride;  molindone  hydrochloride; 
opipramol  hydrochloride;  oxamniquine; 
oxolinic  acid;  penicillamine:  penicillamine 
hydrochloride;  perhexiline  hydrogen 
maleate;  pindolol;  pizotifen;  polidexide; 
prazosin  hydrochloride;  rimiterol  hydro- 
bromide;  salmefamol;  sodium  valproate; 
sotalol  hydrochloride;  timolol  maleate; 
tobramycin  sulphate. 


Some  of  the  products  concerned  have 
not  yet  been  licensed  or  marketed  and 
others  are  only  supplied  to  hospitals. 

The  Order  amends  the  Medicines  (In- 
terim Prescription  Only)  (No  1)  Order 
1974  (C&D,  May  4,  1974,  p  543)  to  re- 
place benapryzine  by  benapryzine  hydro- 
chloride and  bleomycin  by  bleomycin 
sulphate.  Exceptions  to  the  Order  include 
certain  sales  or  supplies  in  hospitals  or  by 
practitioners,  persons  or  institutions  con- 
cerned with  scientific  education  or  re- 
search, wholesale  dealings  or  export.  The 
Medicines  (Hexachlorophane  Prohibition) 
Order  1973  and  Medicines  (Phenacetin 
Prohibition)  Order  1974  are  also  amended 
to  provide  similar  exceptions  for  sales  or 
supplies  to  persons  or  institutions  con- 
cerned with  scientific  education  or 
research.

Opticians  abandon 
window  displays 

Opticians  in  North  East  England  have 
decided  to  discontinue  window  displays. 

Mr  J.  Wood,  North  East  information 
officer  of  the  Association  of  Optical 
Practitioners,  told  C&D  that  the  1973 
annual  meeting  of  the  British  Optical 
Association  had  recommended  stopping 
window  displays.  A  recent  poll  amongst 
AOP  members  in  the  North  East  revealed 
that  a  majority  were  in  favour,  so  they 
acted  locally,  placing  notices  in  the  Press 
explaining  their  action  to  the  public. 

The  basis  of  the  move,  explained  Mr 
Wood,  was  that  recent  graduates  did  not 
look  upon  themselves  as  sellers  of 
spectacle  frames  but  as  people  trained  to 
examine  eyes.  The  move  was  to  make 
people  more  aware  of  the  optician  as  a 
professional  person  and  Mr  Wood  felt  it 
would  make  little  difference  to  the  num- 
bers going  to  a  particular  optician.

Institute's  overseas 
activities  reviewed 

The  first  overseas  branch  of  the  Institute 
of  Pharmacy  Management  has  been 
established  in  Ghana  and  a  report  of 
its  first  meeting  was  awaited  any  day 
now,  according  to  the  Institute's  secre- 
tary, Mr  J.  B.  Thompson.  Mr  Thomp- 
son, who  was  reporting  to  the  annual 
meeting  of  the  Institute  in  London  on 
Monday,  said  that  another  branch  was 
being  established  in  Nigeria  and  it  was 
hoped  in  the  not  too  distant  future  to 
announce  regional  branch  formations  in 
Australia  and  New  Zealand. 

"In  the  absence  of  tradition  and  out- 
moded concepts",  Mr  Thompson  said,  "all 
the  professions  in  developing  countries 
are  expressing  the  view  that  concurrent 
with  specialised  professional  training 
should  be  familiarisation  with  manage- 
ment principles  and  skills.  Educationalists 
in  this  country,  and  I  am  not  referring 
particularly  to  pharmacy,  are  taking 
much  longer  to  come  round  to  the  view 
of  their  counterparts". 

The  Pharmaceutical  Society,  he  added, 
agreed  that  pharmacy  management  train- 
ing was  no  less  important  than  the  tra- 
ditional discipline  but  had  reservations 
about  including  them  as  mandatory  sub- 
jects in  the  degree  course. 

No  venue  for  the  1975  study  tour  had 
been  decided  yet,  but  there  had  been 
preliminary  investigations  on  Sweden, 
Switzerland,  France  and  Russia.  In  the 
discussion  which  followed  the  agm  it 
was  agreed  that  the  secretary  should 
look  at  the  possibility  of  using  one  of  the 
shipping  lines  "mini-cruises". 

Mr  Ian  F.  Jones  was  elected  chairman 
and  Mr  E.  A.  Jensen,  vice-chairman  of 
the  Institute  for  the  coming  year.  The 
next  annual  meeting  is  to  be  held  in 
April  1976  since  the  fiscal  year  which 
had  in  the  past  ended  September  30  was 
being  changed  to  December  31. 

Statutory  Committee 

The  Statutory  Committee  of  the  Pharma- 
ceutical Society  is  to  meet  at  10.15  am 
on  January  28,  29  and  30  at  17  Blooms- 
bury  Square,  London  WC1.  It  will  con- 
duct six  new  inquiries  and  resume  four 
others  previously  adjourned.

□  Self-employed  women  will  pay  a 
weekly  basic  National  Insurance  contribu- 
tion of  £210  from  next  April  under  the 
Social  Security  (Women's  Class  2  Contri- 
butions) Order  1974  (HM  Stationery 
Office,  SI  1974  No  2123,  £0-04). 

□  The  British  Standards  Institution,  2 
Park  Street,  London  W1H  2BS,  has  pro- 
posed the  following  draft  common  names 
for  pesticides: —  butralin,  fletoxuran 
or  fluoretoxuion.  isazophos  or  protria- 
zophos,  and  isopyrimol. 

Cj  Medical  and  pharmaceutical  products 
will  be  included  in  the  list  of  British 
goods  being  promoted  by  the  London 
Chamber  of  Commerce  and  Industry's 
three-week  mission  to  South  Africa  in 
April,  1975.  The  mission  is  being  timed  to 
coincide  with  the  Rand  Easter  Show. 

□  Chemists  and  appliance  contractors  in 
Northern  Ireland  dispensed  895,943  pre- 
scriptions (568,764  forms)  during  Septem- 
ber at  a  net  cost  of  £964,289  (£1-14  gross 
per  prescription).  In  August  813,663  pre- 
scriptions were  dispensed  at  an  average 
gross  cost  of  £1-18. 

□  The  Northern  Ireland  Department  of 
Health  has  published  a  21 -page  revised 
edition  of  its  Guide  to  the  structure  for 
health  and  personal  social  services  out- 
lining the  organisational  structure  of  the 
recently-reorganised  services.

□  Every  effort  should  be  made  by 
governments  to  discontinue  the  use  of 
mercury  compounds  as  seed  dressings, 
and  rules  for  the  strict  control  of  treated 
grain  should  be  part  of  a  system  of 
regulation  of  all  pesticides  in  every 
country,  recommended  a  conference  on 
intoxication  due  to  alkylmercury  treated 
seed,  held  in  Baghdad  under  the  sponsor- 
ship of  the  World  Health  Organisation. 

□  The  US  Food  and  Drug  Administra- 
tion has  authorised  the  resumption  of 
prescriptions  for  the  Dalkon  Shield 
intrauterine  contraceptive  device  under 
a  carefully  controlled  distribution  and 
reporting  system  designed  to  provide  de- 
finitive answers  on  the  safety  and  effec- 
tiveness of  that  type  of  device.  Sales  and 
new  insertions  of  the  Shield  were  volun- 
tarily suspended  in  June  1974  after  septic 
abortions  were  reported  in  the  small  per- 
centage of  women  who  became  pregnant 
despite  use  of  the  device  [C&D,  July  27, 
1974,  p  113).

Topical  reflections 

BY  XRAYSER 


Opinion 

We  enter  another  year  with  an  undiminished  range  of  problems  which 
seem  to  loom  ever  larger.  Pharmacy  is  not  immune  to  the  economic 
epidemic,  though  it  remains  to  be  seen  whether  the  delicate  state  of  its 
health  will  bring  any  financial  intravenous  injections.  There  are  health 
service  difficulties;  there  are  complaints  about  the  closing  of  pharmacies; 
there  is  the  perpetual  struggle  to  beat  the  supermarket  at  its  own  game,  by 
one  means  or  another.  Probably  more  overwhelming  than  anything  else  at 
the  present  time  is  the  need  to  take  a  decision  in  regard  to  pharmacy's 
role  in  the  world  of  today  and  tomorrow. 

There  are  those  who  want  to  change  the  balance  of  professionalism  by 
departing  from  some  of  the  precepts  of  conduct  enumerated  in  the 
Statement  upon  Professional  Conduct  —  a  code  which  has  been  very 
carefully  and  steadily  evolved  over  many  years  of  hard  work  and  dedication. 
Opinion  is  divided,  and  at  the  moment  branches  of  the  Pharmaceutical 
Society  are  examining  a  vital  section  of  the  Code.  Their  decision  could 
affect  the  whole  direction  of  pharmacy  in  the  future. 

I  have  met  pharmacists  from  a  number  of  branches,  and  I  have  been 
struck  by  the  stereotyped  attitude  of  some  who  hold  that  advertising  which 
uses  the  word  "chemist",  no  matter  in  what  connection,  is  the  direct  route 
to  affluence.  I  have  also  been  struck  by  their  use  of  the  catch-phrase  of  the 
moment  —  "the  climate  of  opinion".  None  has  advanced  convincing  proof 
of  that  climate  of  opinion,  but  the  expression  seems  to  give  its  users  an 
appearance  of  confidence  and  authority  on  a  par  with  the  task  of  "projecting 
an  image"  of  yesteryear. 

Subsidy 

In  saying  what  I  have,  I  am  not  unaware  of  the  incongruity  of  the 
professional-trading  nature  of  the  pharmacist's  life,  and  nowhere  is  it  more 
clearly  illustrated  than  in  the  concern  of  the  borough  council  of  Lewisham 
over  the  closure  of  a  number  of  pharmacies. 

It  is  reported  that  more  than  500  people  signed  a  petition  asking  for  a 
pharmacy  in  Ladywell,  and  the  council  offered  to  find  suitable  premises  in 
the  area.  You  also  report  that  15  pharmacists  who  inquired  found  them- 
selves unable  to  meet  the  costs  involved. 

It  is  obvious,  in  any  new  large  development,  that  the  rents  are  such  as 
to  make  it  impossible  for  the  small  type  of  business  to  enter  the  lists.  On 
the  other  hand,  if  there  were  to  be  some  form  of  subsidy  to  ensure  that  a 
pharmaceutical  service  was  to  be  available,  one  would  expect  very 
stringent  conditions  to  be  imposed  on  the  range  of  goods  to  be  permitted. 
One  could  not  expect  firms  paying  a  full  and  a  high  rent  to  acquiesce  in 
the  subsidised  pharmacy  entering  into  competition  with  them  by  selling 
the  same  goods  as  they  do. 

On  the  face  of  it  such  a  pharmacy  could  deal  only  in  purely  pharma- 
ceutical goods  and  services,  with  clear  lines  of  demarcation.  To  some, 
that  would  be  anathema,  but  there  might  be  others  who  would  grasp  such 
an  opportunity  with  both  hands.

"Small  electrical  appliances  clearly  can 
be  big  business  for  those  willing  to  take 
advantage  of  the  opportunities  that  are 
available"  say  Ronson  in  a  training  film 
for  dealers,  entitled  "A  World  of  Dif- 
ference". In  it  the  advantages  of  modern 
technology  that  have  made  life  easier  and 
more  rewarding  are  stressed. 

The  film  opens  with  references  to  car 
and  air  travel,  household  labour-saving 
machines  and  the  magic  of  hi-fi,  all 
emphasising  that  we  now  take  electrical 
appliances  for  granted;  yet  it  is  obvious 
that  the  market  is  still  in  its  infancy. 

Market  value  doubled 

In  1969  it  was  worth  a  little  over  £176 
million  and  by  1973  the  value  had  doubled 
to  over  £387  million.  Small  appliances 
did  even  better.  Take  hairdryers  for 
example.  The  value  of  the  market  in 
1969  was  £1,920,000.  Five  years  later—

The  company  also  believes  they  are 
seeing  the  beginning  of  a  real  break- 
through in  automatic  toothbrush  sales 
and  claim  that  their  range  of  three  models 
accounts  for  approximately  half  of  all 
such  sales. 

The  hairdryer  market  is  another  where 
Ronson  expect  expansion. 

For  some  years,  deliveries  to  the  trade 
had  remained  at  an  annual  figure  of  8- 
900,000  units,  but  in  1972  they  started 
to  top  the  million  mark.  And  this  was 
only  the  beginning.  In  the  next  twelve 
months  the  market  more  than  doubled, 
exceeding  two  million  by  the  end  of  1973. 

Pistol-grip  models  still  account  for  over 
half  the  total  market.  Looking  at  the 
small  appliances  market  generally,  the 
company  believes  it  is  wide  open  for 
further  penetration  and  development. 

In  respect  of  the  electric  shaver,  only 
25  per  cent  of  men  in  the  UK  are  using 
them  compared  with  50  per  cent  in 
Germany  and  70  per  cent  in  Austria  with 
an  even  higher  proportion  in  some  Scan- 
dinavian countries. 

In  the  beauty-care  market,  the  number 
of  households  in  Britain  without  a  hair- 
dryer is  over  half;  57  per  cent. 

To  ensure  their  position  in  the  market 
Ronson  are  embarking  on  heavy  national 
Press  and  television  advertising  campaigns. 
New  attractive  packaging  and  point-of- 
sale  display  aids  are  available  to  retailers 
who  wish  to  share  in  the  opportunities  of 
this  expanding  market. 
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Showrax  Ltd  have  launched  a  major 
campaign  to  help  retailers  in  the  fight 
against  inflation.  The  campaign  takes  the 
form  of  a  "survival  kit",  a  package  of 
Showrax  equipment  and  services  which 
is  being  offered  to  help  retailers  become 
more  competitive  and  combat  soaring 
overheads  by  making  more  sales.  Ar- 
rangements have  been  made  for  extended 
payment  facilities  up  to  £lm  to  be  made 
available  to  support  the  scheme  which 
will  run  for  a  limited  period  only. 

Showrax  believe  that  they  have  proved 
through  their  past  customers  that  the 
use  of  modern  display  fittings  and  tech- 
niques has  attracted  more  trade,  sold 
more  goods  and  made  outlets  easier  and 
more  economical  to  run  and  they  have 
now  found  a  way  to  let  retailers  prove 
this  for  themselves  without  paying  a 
penny  for  three  months. 

This  has  become  possible  under  a  new 
leasing  scheme  which  forms  a  major  part 
of  the  offer.  Under  the  scheme  a  retailer 
can  have  any  of  the  Showrax  ranges  of 
equipment  installed  into  his  shop  and  the 
first  rental  payment  only  falls  due  after 
three  months.  Thus  in  the  initial  rental 
period  of  four  years  only  45  equal  pay- 
ments are  made  instead  of  forty-eight.

When  Thomas  Gray  contemplated  the 
idyllic  setting  of  Stoke  Court,  where, 
over  200  years  ago,  the  poet  wrote  his 
celebrated  Elegy  in  a  Country  Church- 
yard, he  could  not  possibly  have  imagined 
the  changes  that  would  take  place  within 
the  old  manor  house;  nor  could  he  have 
envisaged  the  scientific  significance  that 
emanated  from  those  changes. 

For  Stoke  Court,  standing  in  22  acres 
of  rural  Buckinghamshire,  is  now  the 
headquarters  of  Miles  Laboratories  in  the 
United  Kingdom.  Its  timeless  beauty  is 
no  indication  of  the  strictly  twentieth 
century  world  of  medical  science  inside. 
Nevertheless,  it  is  here  at  Stoke  Court 
that  Miles  Laboratories  spearhead  their 
scientific  research  and  commercial  op- 
erations. Very  little  appears  to  have 
changed  externally  —  tranquillity  still 
pervades  the  parkland,  the  lake  is  calm 
and  unruffled,  and  the  magnolias  are 
magnificent.  And  the  house  itself  is  one 
of  the  most  elegant  places  of  business 
one  could  imagine. 

But  it  wasn't  like  that  in  1958.  Un- 
fortunately, the  preceding  occupants  had 
allowed  the  once-fine  house  and  grounds 
to  fall  into  a  state  of  decay.  From  1927 
onward  Stoke  Court  passed  through  a 
succession  of  owners,  being  at  various 
times  a  private  house,  a  country  club 
and  finally  a  warehouse  for  television 
sets.  In  1954  even  the  mighty  oak  trees 
were  felled  from  the  part  of  the  grounds 
known  as  Gray's  Walk. 

By  1958  the  building  had  become  al- 
most a  ruin  and  was  about  to  be  de- 
molished to  make  way  for  a  block  of 
flats.  It  was  then  that  Miles  Laboratories, 
who  at  the  time  were  searching  for  new- 
premises,  took  over  the  fortunes  of 
Stoke  Court  and  began  putting  the  pieces 
together  again. 

The  house  has  now  been  restored  to 
its  former  glory,  the  gardens  are  laid 
out  to  lawns  and  flower  beds  once  again, 
and  young  oaks  are  sprouting  around 
Gray's  Walk. 


Why  Stoke  Court? 

But  let  us  look  at  the  reasons  why 
Miles  needed  to  expand  and  why  they 
needed  to  acquire  somewhere  like  Stoke 
Court  in  the  first  place. 

For  the  answers  it  is  necessary  to  go 
back  90  years  —  to  the  little  town  of 
Elkhart,  Indiana,  in  the  United  States. 
At  that  time  there  was  a  family  doctor — 
Franklin  Miles,  who  formulated  his  own 
medicines,  and  one  particular  remedy  he 
developed  was  a  sedative  which  became 
popular  with  his  patients.  That  sedative, 
known  as  Dr.  Miles'  Nervine,  is  still 
on  sale  in  the  US  today.  In  fact,  Dr. 
Miles'  Nervine  was  the  beginning  of  the 
gigantic   Miles   pharmaceutical  company 
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Stoke  Court,  the  UK  headquarters  of  Miles  Laboratories  Ltd,  is  set  in  22  acres  and 
dates  back  to  the  17th  century.

whose  products  are  now  sold  in  more 
than  120  countries. 

The  original  company  developed  and 
diversified  into  several  companies,  en- 
compassing new  fields  of  activity.  Then, 
nearly  30  years  ago,  as  part  of  its  ex- 
panding network  of  subsidiary  and  joint 
venture  companies,  Miles  came  to  Great 
Britain.  In  those  days,  the  London  distri- 
bution office  was  in  Albany  Street,  NW1. 


A  production  plant  was  built  at  Bridgend, 
Glamorgan. 

By  1958.  with  business  in  Britain  ex- 
panding rapidly,  it  was  obvious  that  the 
company  needed  larger  premises.  Their 
search  for  a  new  home  took  them  out- 
side London  to  the  near-ruin  of  Stoke 
Court.  This  far-sighted  investment  paid 
off,  for  visito-s  to  the  present  head- 
quarters cannot  fail  to  admire  the  com- 
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pany's  good  fortune  in  choosing  such  a 
delightful  spot. 

It  was  not  intended  to  set  up  any 
manufacturing  facilities  at  Stoke  Court. 
But  Miles  needed  to  expand  research 
on  which  its  past  success  and  future  plans 
are  based.  To  meet  these  needs  a  wing 
of  the  old  mansion  was  modernised  and 
equipped  to  become  the  company's  first 
European  research  centre.  In  1973,  Miles 
sought,  and  got,  permission  to  extend 
Stoke  Court  and  by  early  1975  a  hand- 
some extension  designed  to  blend  in  with 
the  rest  of  the  house  will  have  been 
completed  at  a  cost  of  £250,000. 

Today,  Miles  Laboratories  in  the  UK 
forms  a  large  segment  of  the  global 
corporation,  exporting  one-third  of  its 
total  production  from  Bridgend  to  more 
than  90  countries,  with  packaging  in  20 
different  languages.  Stoke  Court  has  be- 
come the  base  of  the  company's  manage- 
ment and  commercial  operations  and  a 
major  scientific  research  centre. 

Under  the  Miles  umbrella  are  several 
groups  or  divisions  which  go  to  make  up 
the  company  structure.  Separating  this 
overall  picture  into  specific  activities,  the 
professional  products  group  is  largely 
represented  by  Ames  Co  and  Dome 
Laboratories.  Also  contained  in  this 
group  is  the  section,  research  products, 
which  service  the  needs  of  the  scientific 
community  with  a  diverse  range  of 
sophisticated  research  aids. 

The  consumer  products  group,  on  the 
other  hand,  manufacture  a  range  of 
medical  preparations  that  can  be  bought 
over  the  counter.  Alka-Seltzer  is  probably 
the  Miles  product  best  known  to  the 
public,  marketed,  as  it  is,  in  about  120 
countries. 

Diagnostics 

Ames  Co  plays  a  major  part  in  the 
detection  and  control  of  disease,  with  a 
wide  range  of  diagnostic  devices.  While 
their  prime  concern  is  with  the  control 
of  diabetes,  Ames  makes  a  whole  range 
of  reagent  strips;  they  are  also  active  in 
the  rapidly  developing  field  of  medical 
instrumentation. 

Just  as  diabetes  is  a  primary  concern 
of  the  Ames  Co,  so  allergy  and  its  pre- 
vention is  a  major  function  of  Dome 
Laboratories.  Its  most  significant  product 
is  Allpyral,  which  in  the  last  few  years 
has  become  a  widely-accepted  treatment 
for  hayfever  and  other  allergic  con- 
ditions. In  1970  Dome  achieved  a  major 
breakthrough  by  developing  and  intro- 
ducing an  allergen  extract  —  mite-forti- 
fied house  dust  —  which  they  claim  to 
be  effective  in  no  less  than  83  per  cent 
of  the  patients  treated. 

Food  industry 

The  other  major  Miles  division  in  the 
UK  is  the  Marshall  division,  which 
markets  a  wide  range  of  ingredients  and 
processing  aids  to  meet  the  needs  of  the 
dairy,  food  and  beverage  industries.  The 
division  is  a  world  leader  in  citric  acid, 
enzyme,  dairy,  brewing  and  protein  tech- 
nology and  therefore  plays  an  important 
role  in  the  food  processing  industries. 

The  important  work  of  the  Miles  re- 
search division  is,  perhaps,  the  foundation 
upon  which  the  whole  organisation  bases 
its  development.  Research  workers  in  this 
division  are  breaking  new  ground  in  the 


pharmacological  analysis  of  opiate  action 
and  addiction:  a  recent  achievement,  for 
example,  has  been  the  elucidation  of  the 
probable  mechanism  whereby  morphine 
and  other  opiates  exert  their  analgesic 
effect.  Research  workers  have  also  eluci- 
dated the  probable  mechanism  of  the 
drug's  main  side  effects.  Allergy  is  another 
field  of  research  in  which  the  department 
is  deeply  involved  and  in  the  field  of 
enzymes  a  radically  improved  technique

of  "Mercy-dash  pharmacist."

The  ultimate  in  slimming  aids 

Slimming  is  said  to  be  merely  a  matter 
of  willpower,  so  clamping  your  jaws 
together  to  prevent  eating  would  seem 
to  be  a  logical  way  of  resisting  temp- 
tation. 

Dr  J.  S.  Garrow  explained  to  medical 
and  science  correspondents  recently  how 
he  had  used  this  method  to  treat  patients 
at  the  obesity  clinic  at  Northwick  Park 
Hospital,  Middlesex.  A  splint  was  in- 
serted to  fix  the  teeth  together  so  that 
the  patient  could  drink  but  not  eat 
(one  correspondent  was  heard  to  say 
he  wouldn't  need  his  jaws  clamping 
in  order  to  stick  to  a  diet  of  beer). 
Taking  liquid  feeds  automatically  re- 
stricted calorie  intake  and  produced  a 
weight  loss  up  to  40kg  in  5  months. 
The  method  was  appropriate  for  grossly 
obese  patients  with  a  high  metabolic 
rate  who  managed  to  keep  to  a  diet  for 
a    few    weeks    but    then    became  dis- 


of  purification  has  been  established  in 
the  laboratories. 

This  then  is  Miles  Laboratories,  a 
vigorous  part  of  an  expanding  UK  phar- 
maceutical industry.

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JIC  scales:  fair  and 
equitable— or  deplorable? 


The  new  JIC  pay  scales  for  pharmacists 
and  chemists'  assistants  are  "fair  and  equit- 
able," said  Mr  G.  Urwin,  a  member  of 
the  employers'  side  of  JIC  and  of  the 
Central  NHS  Committee,  on  Sunday. 
Speaking  to  Nottingham  area  contractors, 
he  revealed  that  since  the  settlement, 
chemists  had  been  ringing  him  to  say  that 
it  was  grossly  inflationary  and  that  he 
should  resign.  Before  that  they  had  been 
ringing  to  demand  an  end  to  the  free-for- 
all  caused  by  the  earlier  breakdown  of 
negotiations  with  the  unions. 

Mr  Urwin's  reply  was  that  any  chemist 
who  could  not  pay  the  new  wages  really 
ought  not  to  be  in  business.  "In  this  day 
and  age  he  has  no  right  to  expect  anyone 
to  negotiate  on  his  behalf  and  then  com- 
plain about  a  settlement  of  this  nature." 
Equal  pay  was  just  around  the  corner  and 
the  TUC  was  committed  to  claiming  £30 
a  week  for  everyone.  The  union  side  of 
JIC  had  claimed  £25  for  assistants  and  it 
said  a  lot  that  they  had  settled  for  £22-50. 
Without  the  settlement,  an  arbitrary 
wages  structure  would  have  been  imposed 
by  one  of  the  government's  statutory 
councils. 

The  agreement  ended  the  anomaly  of 
staff  helping  out  in  the  dispensary  claim- 
ing higher  rates  than  experienced  staff  on 
the  counter,  and  in  future  all  dispensing 
assistants  would  have  to  have  passed  the 
City  &  Guilds  examination.  However,  Mr 
Urwin  was  concerned  that  moves  in  this 
direction  might  diminish  the  pharmacist's 
status  and  that  any  attempt  by  the  Phar- 
maceutical Society  to  establish  a  register 
of  technicians  would  "open  the  flood 
gates." 

Staff  undervalued 

During  later  discussion,  Mr  E.  D.  Hurt. 
Warwickshire  ACC,  said  the  JIC  scales 
were  "deplorable."  Multiple  grocers  had 
raised  their  assistants'  minimum  to  £25-80 
and  how  could  contractors  ask  for  a 
proprietors'  notional  salary  of  £7,000  when 
a  manager  was  worth  only  £3,050?  The 
scales,  although  minima,  were  the  datum 
line  to  which  many  people  referred — and 
to  which  many  adhered  in  assistants' 
and  pharmacists'  pay  If  chemists  so  under- 
valued their  own  staff,  how  could  they 
expect  enhanced  remuneration  from  the 
government?  The  argument  that  pharma- 
cies would  be  forced  to  close  if  more 
were  paid  applied  mainly  to  lay-owned 
premises.  A  realistic  scale  should  be  fixed, 
with  the  proviso  that  where  it  was  mani- 
festly impossible  to  pay  it,  lower  scales 
might  be  permitted  with  the  agreement  of 
the  staff. 

Mr  Urwin,  in  his  address,  repeated 
many  of  the  points  he  made  at  Lincoln 
(CcSD,   November   2,    1974,   p  643),  but 


corrected  his  reference  to  the  £40,000 
minimum  turnover  of  a  pharmacy  by 
applying  the  figure  only  to  new  sites.  He 
pointed  out  that  businesses  for  sale  with 
less  than  £30,000  turnover  had  little 
goodwill.  However,  much  had  happened 
since  Lincoln  —  the  government  had 
confirmed  the  continuing  health  centre 
programme  (and  one  could  put  five 
pharmacies  out  of  business),  and  the 
Little  Neddy  report  had  shown  the 
shift  of  workers  to  the  multiples  in 
retailing  —  a  process  the  speaker  believed 
would  accelerate  in  the  next  decade. 

Mr  Urwin  repeated  his  call  for  a 
trade  union  man  to  negotiate  for  con- 
tractors —  though  the  Central  Com- 
mittee's reaction  had  been  "a  high  degree 
of  disinterest."  It  wasn't  that  the  com- 
mittee feared  to  negotiate,  but  it  ne- 
gotiated with  fear  in  the  back  of  its 
mind  and  really  had  no  idea  how  to 
organise  chemists   into  a   motive  force 

'Divided' 

"When  will  you  gel  together,  multiples. 
Co-ops,  small  independents  and  private 
men?"  Mr  Urwin  asked.  "If  there  is 
a  more  divided  body  of  men  I  do  not 
know  of  them."  He  acknowledged  the 
injustice  of  chemists'  remuneration,  but 
they  must  be  organised  to  produce  a 
"controlled  response."  If  enough  were 
prepared  to  behave  in  a  disciplined  way, 
the  government  would  be  beaten.  "We 
will  cause  chaos  —  modern  governments 
only  appear  to  understand  the  language 
of  force."  It  was  "moonshine"  to  think 
that  if  pharmacists  became  wholly  pro- 
fessional they  would  be  paid  the  rate 
for  the  job. 

Mr  Urwin  referred  to  a  recent  sug- 
gestion that  the  13  senior  professions 
should  form  a  forum  to  protect  the 
interests  of  the  professional  classes  A 
"unifying  umbrella"  was  a  wonderful 
idea,  but  it  was  difficult  to  see  anv 
prospect  of  such  unity  in  pharmacy- 
alone.  There  >vas  criticism  of  the  pro- 
fession's leadership,  but  was  it  not  oc 
casionally  let  down  by  its  members  who 
would  never  withdraw  completely?  "We 
are  bargaining  from  a  position  of  weak- 
ness." 

Turning  to  the  Statutory  Committee's 
"Care"  decision,  Mr  Urwin  failed  <o 
see  how  advertising  toiletries  was  adver- 
tising professional  services  and  to  suggest 
continuing  discussions  to  resolve  re- 
maining differences  was  "a  pious  plati- 
tude." Branches  were  being  deceived  in 
having  to  vote  on  the  use  of  the  chemist 
title  in  the  context  that  any  form  of 
advertising  is  regarded  as  advertising  pro- 
fessional services.  "Rome  has  spoken" 
and  Council  and  the  Committee  had 
acted  with  integrity  and  sincerity  —  but

that  was  not  sufficient,  they  must  also 
be  right,  and  to  take  away  advertising 
was  like  "removing  the  engine  from  our 
train."  Mr  Urwin  asked  '  Are  we  too 
ashamed  to  advertise?"  Must  business 
be  given  away  to  those  who  were  pre- 
pared to  advertise?  West  German  ex- 
perience suggested  that  British  pharma- 
cists might  soon  face  more  competition 
from  specialist  and  organised  drug  stores. 

Concluding  with  a  reference  to  the 
NHS  contract,  Mr  Urwin  said  it  was 
not  understood  and  that  bred  discontent 
The  system  might  be  obsolete  in  these 
days  of  galloping  inflation  ■ —  in  terms 
of  status  and  responsibility,  the  qualifi- 
cations involved,  capital  employed  and 
hours  worked,  the  pay  was  still  far  too 
small.  The  committee  was  working  to 
overcome  those  difficulties,  to  simplify 
the  contract,  to  obtain  shorter  hours, 
longer  holidays,  better  pension  allowance, 
and  remuneration  linked  to  the  cost  of 
living.  But  there  was  a  lack  of  hope 
that  the  committee  would  get  chemists' 
backing  "we  know  we  cannot  win, 
only  get  the  blame." 

Exasperation 

The  afternoon  discussion  period  was  wide- 
ranging,  with  several  contractors  showing 
their  exasperation  at  the  Central  Com- 
mittee's failure  to  secure  a  better  deal. 
Mr  D.  G.  Jeffreys,  Bingham,  warned  thai 
health  centres  would  bring  doctor  dispen- 
sing into  the  towns  and  there  was  a  sug- 
gestion that  drug  testing  schemes  should 
be  rejected  until  they  included  dispensing 
doctors.  Mr  Charlton  replied  that  no-onc 
had  yet  been  abie  to  draft  a  testing 
scheme  for  doctors,  though  there  was  pro- 
vision in  the  Medicines  Act  for  testing 
all  who  supplied  medicines  and  he  be- 
lieved it  was  "only  a  matter  of  time". 
The  present  scheme  was  asked  for  by 
chemists  —  the  alternative  was  testing 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act  and 
answering  to  a  magistrates  court  instead 
of  a  service  committee. 

To  a  proposal  that  the  contract  should 
be  tailored  to  each  set  of  premises,  Mr 
Charlton  said  that  the  Department  would 
agree  to  a  salaried  service  or  to  paying

Four  new  Fellows 
elected  by  Council 


Henry  Hughes  Cowzer  JP,  William  Smiley 
Hall,  Andrew  Wolseley  Kernahan  and 
William  Constantiae  Magee  were  elected 
Fellows  of  the  Pharmaceutical  Society 
of  Northern  Ireland  at  the  Society's 
December  Council  meeting. 
[We  regret  having  to  report  the  death 
of  Mr  Hall  on  December  27  see  p  29  — 
Editor.] 

The  president,  Mrs  Cora  B.  A.  Watson, 
said  Mr  Cowzer  was  president  of  the 
Society  in  1948-49  and  was  the  youngest 
president  to  hold  office.  He  had  been 
a  member  of  the  Society's  Statutory 
Committee  for  almost  twenty  five  years 
and  was  a  prominent  member  of  the 
Eastern  Health  and  Social  Services  Board. 
Mr  Hall  had  served  on  the  Council  of 
the  Society,  the  Executive  Committee  of 
the  Ulster  Chemists'  Association  and  the 
Local  Pharmaceutical  Committee.  As 
chairman  of  the  latter  he  had  spoken 
to  members  throughout  the  Province  on 
the  reorganisation  of  the  health  services. 

Mr  Kernahan  was  well  known  to  con- 
tractor pharmacists  as  pharmaceutical 
officer  to  the  Northern  Ireland  General 
Health  Services  Board.  Mr  Kernahan 
acted  as  a  part-time  lecturer.  He  took 
a  leading  part  in  establishing  the  C.  W. 
Young  Scholarship  Fund  and  for  many 
years  has  been  an  active  member  of  the 
Society's  Benevolent  Fund.  Mr  Magee 
had  recently  resigned  from  the  Council 
because  of  the  dangers  and  difficulties 
involved  in  travelling  to  meetings  in 
Belfast.  He  had  acted  as  honorary  secre- 
tary of  the  Society's  West  Tyrone  and 
Fermanagh  District  Branch  and  largely 
through  his  efforts  many  meetings  and 
social  occasions  had  been  held  in  the 
district.  He  was  a  member  of  the  Western 
Health  and  Social  Services  Board  and 
chairman  of  its  pharmaceutical  advisory 
committee. 

Students  organise  symposium 

A  letter  from  the  Pharmacy  Students' 
Society,  the  Queen's  University  of  Bel- 
fast, was  read  asking  the  Council  for 
financial  support  to  hold  a  symposium 
on  "Drugs  in  Society"  about  mid-Feb- 
ruary. The  letter  explained  that  the 
intention  was  to  invite  one  speaker  from 
London  and  another  from  Glasgow.'  The 
total  cost  would  be  about  £100  and  the 
headmasters  and  careers  masters  of 
grammar  and  secondary  schools  would 
be  invited  to  attend.  Professor  P.  D'Arcv 
said  he  had  been  approached  by  the 
students  on  the  matter.  He  thought  it 
very  commendable  that  pharmacy  students 
should  be  sufficiently  public  spirited  to 
carry  out  such  a  project.  Much  would 
be  learned  by  the  organisers  and  those 
who  attended  should  be  better  informed 
about  the  drug  problem.  He  stressed  that 
the  students  wished  it  to  be  their  effort 


and  the  sum  of  £25  was  being  made 
available  to  them  within  the  Department 
of  Pharmacy.  After  several  members  had 
expressed  support  for  the  project  it  was 
agreed  to  make  a  grant  of  £75  towards 
the  cost  of  bringing  speakers  to  Belfast 
and  to  underwrite  reasonable  expenses 
incurred  over  and  above  the  estimated 
figure  of  £100. 

The  application  of  Brian  Richard 
Edmund  Cheyne,  21  Upper  Green,  Dun- 
murry,  Belfast,  for  the  restoration  of  his 
name  to  the  Register  of  Pharmaceutical 
Chemists  for  Northern  Ireland  was 
granted. 

The  report  of  the  Finance  Committee 
was  adopted.  Arising  out  of  the  report 
Mr  J.  Boyle  asked  it  the  insurance  policy 
covering  members  travelling  on  Council 
business  could  be  extended  to  include 
injury  suffered  in  civil  commotion.  Coun- 
cil members  attending  meetings  made 
every  endeavour  to  avoid  being  involved 
in  disturbances  but  this  was  not  always 
possible.  The  secretary  undertook  to  raise 
the  matter  with  the  insurance  brokers. 

Pharmacognosy  to  be  dropped 

Presenting  the  report  of  the  Education 
Committee  Mr  Chambers  said  considera- 
tion had  been  given  to  a  letter  from 
Professor  D'Arcy  stating  that  he  pro- 
posed to  remove  the  subject  title  of 
pharmacognosy  from  the  degree  course 
syllabus  with  effect  from  the  commence- 
ment of  the  1975-76  academic  session. 
For  some  time  the  role  of  pharmacognosy 
within  the  pharmacy  degree  syllabus  had 
been  under  consideration.  A  decision  had 
had  to  be  reached  sooner  than  expected 
because  of  the  resignation  of  Dr  F. 
Newcombe  who  had  been  appointed  to 
the  headship  of  the  Leicester  School  of 
Pharmacy. 

Although  it  was  proposed  to  remove 
the  subject  title  of  pharmacognosy  from 
the  degree  syllabus  and  to  remove  the 
specific  examination  at  the  end  of  the 
Level  2  studies  the  relevant  study  ot 
crude  drugs  would  not  be  omitted.  Such 
a  study  would  be  confined  to  those  drugs 
that  remain  in  official  monographs  (in- 
cluding the  European  Pharmacopoeia)  or 
have  a  continued  and  proven  use  in 
therapy.  In  addition,  quality  control  as- 
pects would  continue  to  be  emphasised 
with  a  limited  amount  of  microscopical 
identification  of  crude  drugs  admixed 
in  the  powdered  state.  The  subject  matter 
would  be  taught  as  part  of  either  phar- 
macology or  pharmaceutics  (as  applicable) 
or  in  the  majority  as  part  of  the  medicinal 
chemistry  course  within  the  general 
syllabus  of  pharmaceutical  chemistry.  Il 
was  proposed  to  introduce  a  second 
theory  paper  in  the  Level  2  pharma- 
ceutical chemistry  paper  with  questions 
mainly,    but    not    exclusively,  orientated 


towards  the  medicinal  chemistry  of  crude 
drugs. 

The  approval  of  the  proposed  change 
was  being  sought  from  the  Council,  the 
University  and  from  the  Council  of  the 
Pharmaceutical  Society  of  Great  Britain. 
The  Committee's  recommendation  that 
approval  be  given  was  adopted.  The 
secretary  was  instructed  to  convey  the 
Council's  congratulations  to  Dr  New- 
combe on  his  appointment  as  head  of 
the  Leicester  School  of  Pharmacy. 

A  verbal  report  on  a  meeting  held  in 
London  in  December  to  discuss  restric- 
tion on  the  sale  of  veterinary  medicines 
was  given  by  Mr  T.  Eakin  who  had 
attended  with  Mr  D.  S.  Stewart. 

A  report  was  received  of  an  informal 
discussion  which  Mr  T.  O'Rourke,  Pro- 
fessor D'Arcy  and  the  secretary  had  had 
with  officials  of  the  Department  of  Health 
about  the  composition  of  boards  of 
directors  of  bodies  corporate  carrying  on 
pharmacies  in  health  centres.  As  a  result 
the  secretary  would  prepare  a  paper  for 
consideration  at  a  subsequent  occasion. 

Mrs  Watson  drew  attention  to  the 
meeting  on  January  15  when  the  Northern 
Ireland  Faculty  of  the  Royal  College  of 
General  Practitioners  and  the  Society 
would  join  to  discuss  "Primary  Medical 
Care  and  the  Pharmacist".  She  asked 
members  to  make  every  endeavour  to 
attend  the  meeting  which  would  be  held 
in  the  Society's  lecture  hall. 

New  Council  members 

A  letter  from  the  secretary,  The 
Queen's  University  of  Belfast,  informed 
the  Council  that  the  Senate  had  appointed 
Professor  R.  Grigg,  Professor  of  Organic 
Chemistry,  as  one  of  the  University's 
representatives  on  the  Council  in  suc- 
cession to  Dr  R.  G.  R.  Bacon  who  had 
resigned  on  secondment  for  three  years 
as  Professor  of  Chemistry  at  the  Univer- 
sity of  Ife  (C&D,  December  7,  p  792). 

Mr  John  Harvey  Galbraith,  50  Nor- 
wood Avenue,  Belfast,  was  unanimously 
co-opted  a  member  of  the  Council. 


Films 


Broad  Spectrum 

Glaxo  Holdings  Ltd,  public  relations  de- 
partment, 6  Clarges  Street,  London 
W1Y  8DH.  Colour,  sound.  30  minutes. 

Primarily  the  film  has  been  produced 
for  showing  in  overseas  territories  where 
Glaxo's  name  is  likely  to  be  associated 
only  with  the  local  factory.  It  is,  how- 
ever, of  interest  Jo  British  viewers  too. 
All  told  the  group  operate  44  factories 
in  24  countries  and  all  the  larger  ones 
feature  in  the  film. 

The  producers  have  overcome  the  prob- 
lem of  "shooting"  film  of  the  endless 
packaging  belts  associated  with  pharma- 
ceutical factories  and  which  tend  to  be 
boring  to  viewers.  Instead  they  have  con- 
centrated on  the  local  problems  in  each 
area.  How,  for  instance,  supplies  are 
distributed  by  their  Nigerian  house  to 
hospitals  well  away  from  the  main  road 
and  rail  routes.  Again  in  Canada  the 
film  highlights  the  transportation  diffi- 
culties during  winter  in  a  remote  area 
of  the  North. 
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Sandoz  profit  cut 

Turnover  of  Sandoz  AG,  Basle,  Switzer- 
land, is  expected  to  have  risen  by  some 
I0.5  per  cent  in  1974  to  a  total  of  about 
Sw.Fr.  4,000m.  But  for  the  revaluation 
of  the  Swiss  tranc  and  devaluationary 
trends  in  foreign  currencies,  the  increase 
would  have  been  in  excess  of  18  per  cent. 
Profit  margins  however,  have  been  nar- 
rowing in  almost  all  sectors. 

Roche  chief  pleased 

Dr  Adolf  Jann,  president  of  F.  Hoffmann- 
La  Roche  AG,  stated  last  week  that  1974 
had  been  a  "very  good"  year  for 
Roche,  with  excellent  sales  figures  in 
terms  of  local  currencies.  Although  the 
drastic  alteration  in  the  Swiss-franc  ex- 
change rate  will  have  had  an  effect  on 
the  Swiss-franc  balance,  the  turnover 
growth  should  be  "considerable*'  as  ex- 
pressed in  this  currency,  he  said. 

The  rise  of  sales  in  terms  of  local  cur- 
rencies had  been  most  marked  in  vitamins 
and  fine  chemicals.  Roche  was  "very 
pleased  with  the  development  of  the  new 
diagnostics  and  bio-electronics  product 
groups." 

Exports  progress 

Although  Philip  Harris  Ltd's  home  sales 
have  remained  static,  exports  have  again 
shown  a  substantial  rise  as  also  have 
sales  of  their  medical  company.  The 
second  half  of  the  year  will  not  be  easy 
but  export  orders  are  still  increasing  and 
the  profits  for  the  full  year  should  show 
a  reasonable  increase,  the  board  states. 
An  unchanged  interim  dividend  of  l-2p 
per  share  is  to  be  paid. 

Turnover  in  the  six  months  ended 
September  30,  1974,  was  £2-69m  from 
which  there  was  a  pre-tax  profit  of 
£242,552  (against  £178.475  in  the  equiva- 
lent 1973  period). 

Since  the  annual  meeting  Mr  B.  J.  F. 
Haller  has  been  appointed  deputy  man- 
aging director  and  Mr  S.  M.  Griffiths,  a 
director  of  Philip  Harris  Ltd,  appointed 
to  the  board  of  Philip  Harris  (Holdings) 
Ltd.  Mr  F.  B.  Anscombe  has  also  joined 
the  board  as  a  non-executive  director. 

Attacks  on  Indian  industry 

The  Hathi  Committee  on  drugs  industry 
in  its  second  interim  report  to  the  Indian 
Government,  has  recommended  the  re- 
placement of  brand  names  by  generic 
names  in  respect  of  some  15  drugs.  The 
Committee's  final  report  is  expected  to 
be  presented  in  February. 

Meanwhile  a  two-day  national  conven- 
tion on  "economic  independence  and 
perspective  of  drug  industry"  held  in 
New  Delhi  recommended  the  immediate 
nationalisation  of  all  pharmaceutical  and 


drug  units  in  the  country  with  foreign 
equity  capital  participation.  The  conven- 
tion also  demanded  that  wholesale  dis- 
tribution of  essential  drugs  and  their  for- 
mulations produced  by  any  sector  should 
also  be  nationalised  and  entrusted  to  a 
centralised  co-operative  agency  and  that 
"household  remedies  for  the  common 
diseases  should  be  made  available  through 
village  post  offices,  school  teachers  and 
village  chiefs  without  any  licence".

'Something  in  the 
pocket'  for 
contractors 

for  the  pharmacist's  presence  during  con- 
tract hours  —  but  it  would  decide  where 
the  pharmacies  were  sited.  On  the 
question  of  long-term  supplies  on  pre- 
scriptions denying  pharmacists  their  fees, 
he  replied  that  since  the  fees  were  de- 
signed to  repay  costs,  more  fees  would 
simply  mean  lower  individual  fees.  The 
Central  Committee  "believes  you  are  pro- 
fessional men,  not  technicians". 

lVTr  J.  Stokes,  Mansfield,  sought  to 
introduce  motions  that  the  present  con- 
tract should  be  forgotten,  a  professional 
negotiator  appointed  for  a  new  contract, 
and  that  the  Central  Committee  should 
claim  a  notional  salary  of  £7,500  backed 
by  three  months'  notice.  He  was  suppor- 
ted by  others  who  believed  negotiations 
should  have  continued  and  the  interim 
payments  rejected.  One  speaker  said  that 
things  had  only  been  put  back  to  the 
beginning  of  1974  —  there  was  nothing 
in  the  award  for  contractors,  it  had  all 
gone  in  extra  rates  and  to  staff,  etc.  Mr 
Urwin  then  revealed  that  he  had  voted 
against  acceptance  at  the  time  but  had 
changed  his  mind  since.  In  the  present 
economic  climate,  money  in  the  pocket 
today  was  better  than  money  maybe  in 
a  year's  time. 

Mr  J.  E.  Waller,  Nottingham,  asked 


what  was  in  the  pipeline.  Mr  Charlton 
said  there  would  be  a  notional  salary 
claim  around  £7,000  and  now  the  Price 
Code  had  gone  he  expected  a  claim  for 
an  increase  in  the  profit  per  prescription. 
Later  he  added,  when  the  new  contract 
proposals  were  under  discussion,  that  the 
Contractors  Committee  wished  to  see  the 
profit  as  interest  on  turnover  rather  than 
on  invested  capital.  Mr  Charlton  also 
pointed  out  that  in  Scotland  arbitration 
had  produced  only  1 2-i  per  cent,  whereas 
in  England  and  Wales  the  return  was  16 
per  cent  "it  was  the  best  we  could 
get". 

Mr  W.  H.  Hovvarth,  area  secretary, 
argued  that  remuneration  for  the  small 
pharmacies  scheme  should  not  come  from 
the  global  sum.  Mr  Urwin  agreed,  saying 
he  would  happily  see  the  scheme  "put  to 
rest".  No  chemist  could  afford  to  sup- 
port non-viable  pharmacies  without  con- 
sidering whether  they  were  providing  an 
essential  service. 

Little  hope  of  retrospective  payment  of 
the  "lump  sum"  was  given  to  a  pharma- 
cist who  had  had  to  close  a  business.  Mr 
Charlton  said  that  such  payments  could 
only  be  arranged  if  there  were  also  a 
"claw  back"  arrangement  lor  when  there 
was  overpayment.  Mr  Urwin  pointed  out 
that  the  aim  of  the  negotiators  had  been 
to  provide  cash  for  chemists  in  most 
difficulty  —  those  who  had  gone  out  of 
business  would  have  done  so  anyway, 
although  he  could  see  the  injustice.  • 

When  it  was  suggested  that  the  new 
contract  could  not  be  evaluated  without 
realistic  figures,  Mr  Urwin  replied  that 
the  Central  Committee  needed  first  to 
know  the  reaction  to  the  principles  in- 
volved in  reimbursing  costs  more  directly. 


19th  USP  revision 
published 

A  completely  revised  and  enlarged  edition 
of  the  United  States  Pharmacopoeia  was 
published  last  month. 

The  new  edition  —  the  19th  revision, 
effective  July  1,  1975  —  contains  nearly 
1300  monographs,  16  per  cent  more  than 
in  the  previous  edition,  most  of  which 
include  dispensing  information  to  serve 
as  a  reminder  or  general  guide  to  the 
pharmacist.  More  extensive  informa- 
tion on  paediatric  dosages  is  also  given. 
The  general  notices  have  been  consider- 
ably revised,  particularly  as  to  containers, 
labelling  and  abbreviations  for  metric 
units,  and  definitions  are  introduced  for 
single-unit,  multiple  unit  and  unit-dose 
containers.  One  significant  new  require- 
ment is  that,  in  the  absence  of  a  specific 
requirement,  the  label  on  a  medicine 
should  bear  an  expiry  date  assigned  by 
the  manufacturer  for  the  particular 
formulation  and  package.  The  newer 
abbreviations  adopted  includes  "ug"  to 
replace  "meg"  for  micrograms.  The  874 
page  book  also  has  a  larger  page  size 
(8i  \  Hi  in). 

Publication  change 

The  first  supplement  is  already  in 
preparation,  to  be  published  early  in 
1975  and  become  official  on  the  same 
date  as  the  Pharmacopoeia.  A  new 
National  Formulary  is  also  to  become 
effective  next  July,  and  the  USP  Con- 
vention Inc  are  to  acquire  the  publishing 
rights  immediately  following  its  publi- 
cation.
